JUDGE’S CHARGE AIDEO HER 


Declared Not Guilty of Being an Ac­ 


cessory After the Fact in Murder of 


Belie Elmore. 


London, Oct. 26.— After a trial la st­ 
ing but a few hours in the New Bailey 
crim inal court, 
a ju ry found 
Ethel 
Clara Leneve not guilty aa an acces­ 
sory after tho fact in the m urder of 
Cora Belle Crippen, lor whose death 
her husband. Dr. Hawley H. Crippen, 
will die on the gallows on Nov. 8. 
From the first 
Miss Leneve 
has 
m aintained innocence of any knowl­ 
edge of the crime, 
but the crown 
charged th at her behavior after the 
disappearance 
of 
Mrs. 
Crippen, 
or 
Belle Elmore, as she was known on 
the stage, was such as to betray a 
guilty knowledge of the murder. 
W hen arraigned Miss le n e v e plead­ 
ed not guilty and w itnesses were ex ­ 
am ined by the prosecution to show 
that sh e had periods of great m ental 
distress 
following 
Belle 
E lm ore’s 
death. 
The 
crown 
prosecutor 
introduced 
only 
such 
evidence 
as 
had 
been 
brought out in the earlier hearings. 


Under Influence of Crippen. 
Miss L eneve’s counsel 
asked 
the 
Jury to bear iu mind that his client 
had been under the influence of Crip­ 
pen, one of the most dangerous crim i­ 
nals of recent years, since she was 
sixteen years of age. 
This, he asserted, accounted for her 
flight with the doctor. 
T here was no 
proof th at she had guilty knowledge 
of the crime. Counsel said that he took 
upon his own sh o u ld ers the responsi­ 
bility for not putting MIhb Leneve in 
the w itness box. 
Lord Chief 
Justice Alverstone, in 


B u m m i n g up, said that he saw no rea­ 
son why Dr. Crippen should have told 
Miss Leneve a story different from 
that which he told to others. 


Case For the Prosecution. 
W hen 
the 
prisoner 
had 
pleaded 
Lord Chief Justice Alverstone called 
Richard D. 
Muir, crown 
prosecutor. 
who outlined tho c a s t against the ac ­ 
cused. 
It was clear. Mr. Muir said, that th e 
intrigue between Dr. Crimson and Miss 
Leneve constituted th e motive for the 
m urder of C rippen’s wife. Ile dwelt 
particularly upon the evidence of Mrs. 
Jackson. Miss Lenove’s landlady, at 
the prelim inary hearing, and which 
will be introduced at this trial. 
The illness of the accused on the 
night of her interview with Mrs. Ja ck ­ 
son was not, the prosecutor said, an 
ordinary illness, but a condition of hor­ 
ror, the explanation of which was the 
knowledge that had com e to her that 
Crippen had m urdered his wife*. 
T here was a sequel to the Crippen 
' ase when the higii court imposed a 
fine of $1000 upon A ssistant Editor 
Perris tor contem pt of court in per 
m ining 
publication 
in 
the 
London 
Chronicle of a story asserting that Dr. 
Crippen had purchased hyoscln and 
had confessed to the m urder of his 
wife 
The court ordered that Perris 
be imprisoned until the fine is paid.

Pittsburg Mill to Start Work on Big
